Male brush turkeys, flocks 
of brilliant rose-breasted cockatoos, aptly named 
frogmouth birds, as well as silver gulls, black 
Swans, coots, penguins and emus.

NEWS ond NOTES... 20.08. sts 


On March 20, the Academy issued an in- 
teresting scientific paper on that anomaly among 
mollusks, the bivalved gastropod, as part of its 
Proceedings, Volume 30. To be less technical, 
this is a small green marine snail with a clam- 
type shell, found only on certain kinds of marine 
algae in tropical waters. Before the animal was 
known, they have until recently been classified 
with the clams because of the bivalved shell. 
Now they have had to be removed from this 
group and put into the great group of marine 
snails - an important change in classification. 

Fossil species have been found near 
Paris, France. Living specimens have been re- 
ported from Japan, Australia, Madagascar and 
the Tuamotu Islands. The authors, Dr. Myra 
Keen of the Stanford University Geology Depart- 
ment, and Allyn G. Smith, the Academy's Asso- 
ciate Curator of Invertebrate Zoology, now re- 
port a form new to science from near La Paz, 
Baja California. 

In the Proceedings, the Japanese species 
and the new form from the Gulf of California 
are illustrated on a color plate printed in the 
Academy's shop. » 


Mrs. James V. Campbell of 
Oakland, a long-time friend and member of the 
Academy, has presented the Mailliard Library 
with a beautiful copy of Jacques Philippe Cornut's 
Canadensium Plantarum Historia to which is 
appended the Enchiridion Botanicum Parisiense. 
The work was published by privilege of Louis 
XIII in Paris in 1635 by Simonem le Moyne. 


The Vizcaino Desert region of Baja 
California is the goal of a collecting expedi- 
tion currently underway. Made possible by the 
Belvedere Scientific Fund, the expedition will 
continue for three weeks. Members of the group 
are Dr. Ira L. Wiggins, Chief of Party, Dr. Alan 
E. Leviton and Benjamin Banta of Herpetology, 
and Allyn Smith, Invertebrate Zoology. The prin- 
ciple purpose is the collection of plants, snakes, 
lizards and invertebrates from this largely un- 
explored area. The party left Palo Alto by truck 
on March 25. 


Benjamin Draper, producer of 
"Science in Action", left the Academy on March 
19 for a month-long trip to the Orient preparing 


television coverage for the Pacific Science Con- 
gress which convenes in August in Honolulu. The 
Academy has been named to develop a series of 
five half-hour programs. Mr. Draper's present 
task will take him to Honolulu, Tokyo, Hong Kong 
and Bangkok where he will interview key person- 
alities and plan the programs. 

The Pacific Science Congress will draw 
6,000 top scientists in many fields. Held every 
fourth year, the 1961 meeting will be the Tenth 
Congress. 


On March 7, the Marin Garden Club's 
gift of the live flower display stand, a focal point 
in the Alice Eastwood Hall of Botany, was offi- 
cially accepted by the Academy, Dr. Joel F. 
Gustafson representing. After the brief and 
pleasant ceremonies, Mrs. Norman B. Liver- 
more entertained the Club at luncheon in the 
recently dedicated Norman B. Livermore Room.

DON GREAME KELLEY matriculated as a Zo- 
ology major at the University of California at 
Berkeley, but soon changed over to the Art De- 
partment. This diversity of interests and talents 
has held him in good stead as Editor and Art 
Director for PACIFIC DISCOVERY, as each 
succeeding issue attests. 

After graduation with honors and a Phi Beta

At war's end, the Kelleys returned to Berkeley. 

Free-lance science illustration gave way 
to his editorship of PD when he joined the Acad- 
emy staff in mid-1947. The first issue appeared 
in January, 1948. Since then, PD has received a 
Certificate of Merit for excellence in design by 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts. 

On the side, Don is owner and editor of 
the Feathered Serpent Press in San Anselmo, 
illustrates various .art books and accepts indivi- 
dual art commissions as he can, such as doing 
the new and official rendering in 1953 for the 
California Bear Flag which is seen on flagpoles 
throughout the State. In 1957-58, he was granted 
a Guggenheim Fellowship for a traveling study 
of the Pacific. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kelley have two children, 
Mark, 16, and Barbara, almost 10. Don's #1 
goal? To make PACIFIC DISCOVERY the lead- 
ing journal of the Pacific Area.
